Science and Nonsense with Sagan 


On March 7, Carl Sagan, 
the Cornell professor of 
astronomy, spoke for an 
hour and a half on the topic 
“Sense and Nonsense at the 
Edge of Science.’ In this 
fascinating lecture, Mr. 
Sagan put forth the idea that 


doctrines (in his opinion, 
false doctrines) such as 
astrology, spiritualism, 
extra-sensory perception, 
and outer-space visitations 


are believed in and followed 
because of the gullibility of 
people who despite scientific 
advancements, refuse to 
depart from these _ in- 
teresting dinner topics. 


For example, in 1848, two 
girls, Margaret and Kate 
Fox were thought to be 
mediums between humans 
and the spirit world because 
mysterious rappings oc- 
cured when they were 
around. The girls even 


figured out a system of 
communications with these 
‘spirits’ - one rap meant no, 
and three raps meant yes. 
Their older sisters organized 
tours for the girls. In the 
1880's, forty years later, 
Margaret had a conscience 
attack and confessed. They 
cracked their toes to produce 
the rappings. And. yet even 
after the confession, most 
Spiritualists refused to 
acknowledge the fact they 
had been bamboozled. 

In 1869, a farmer found a 
‘fossil person’ while digging 
a well. This eight foot giant 
won the farmer instant 
notoriety. People flocked to 
see this giant, of course, 
paying a slight fee. Even 
after the confession (the 
farmer asked his brother-in- 
law to make it) people still 
came to see it, still believing 
it was a mummy of a giant. 

In 18th century Germany, 
a horse named Clever Hans 
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was found to be able to read, 
do math, and to respond to 
current politics. He could 
answer yes-no questions and 
questions with numerical 
answers. The solution to this 
phenomena was simple. The 
horse was asked a question, 
the owner tensed up, the 
horse started clopping his 
hoof, the owner relaxed, the 
horse stopped clopping. 


Carl Sagan believes that 
most of the ‘‘unexplained”’ 
things reported have their 
roots from two places: greed 
as with the Fox girls or the 
subtlety of nature as with 
Clever Hans. He states even 
parapsychology clinics are 
only interested in those 
precognitive dreams that 
work out, not those that 
don’t. He did, however, say 
that, although skepticism is 
\good, over doing it has it’s 
drawbacks. Close- 
mindedness closes doors. 
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‘Does this really sound like a flower?”’ 


Student Support Needed

Former heroin addicts 
are currently drawing up 
a new petition to save the 
Southern Tier Drug 
Abuse Treatment Center. 
With their latest petition 
of One Hundred and 
Seventy-One signatures, 
they delayed the Broome 
County Legislature from 
“voting to discontinue the 
center’s activities on 


March sixth. The County 


Legislature _will vote 
again on March twenty- 
first. 

The center has been in 
existance since 1974 and 
is a state funded 
organization. To be 
funded by the state 
though, the center needs 
to be supported by the 
community. Last year 
when the treatment 
center went to have its 
$86,000 dollar budget 
renewed, the center only 
obtained eleven out of the 
nineteen votes. 


The treatment_ center 
takes heroin addicts and 
replaces the heroin with 
methadone (Doliphene 
Hydrodonide). The center 
does more than exchange 
one drug for another. The 
drug abuse center offers 
counseling on a day to day 
basis. The center also has 
a marriage counselor that 
comes three times a 
week. They take the 
addicts off the street and 
place them in a controlled 
program, so the addict 
can eventually lead a 
normal life. In this en- 
vironment; employment; 
vocational training; and 
placement in colleges can 
be obtained. According to 
a Sun Bulletin Interview, 
William B. Mullen D- 
Vestal, Chairman of the 
mental health committee 
and a longtime supporter 
of the center stated that 
the rehabilitation success 
rate is about 60 per cent. 
Yet people like James F. 
Stehli R-Binghamton was 


quoted saying that, “I 
don’t care whether it’s 
county money or not. 
Going from_ heroin to 
methadone is like going 
from bourbon to 
muscatel.’’ 

James R. Kelley, the 
organizer of the com- 
mittee to draw the new 
petition, has gone to the 
Southern Tier Drug 
Abuse Treatment Center 
since it opened. He said, 
“Tf it hadn’t been for this 
program, I might be 
dead. Thanks to the 
program, I am in my 
second year at B.C.C. in 
the Electrical Technology 
curriculum and am 
having a happy home life 
with a baby coming in 
May.’’ The Student 
Government unofficially 
supports the program. 
Official support will be 
verified by a position 
paper. A booth will be set 
up in the Student Center 
for those who wish to sign 
the new petition. 


Kinder Kare Moves

Sex Survey lalliesSurprises

Several BCC biology 
professors conducted a 
Survey of Sexual Knowledge 
and Perspectives, to which 
193 bio students responded, 
and which indicated several 
interesting points. Much of 
the data is used in the sex 
seminar-type lab discussions 
held last week. 

Most of the responses were 
of those 18 and younger, 38 
per cent; 19, 35 per cent; 22 
or older, 12 per cent. Eight- 
nine percent are not 
married; six, married; two, 
living together, and four 
percent, formerly married. 
Eight-four percent are living 
at home. 


Questions ranged on 
knowledge of anatomical 
organs, estimations of 


sexual activity, pregnancy, 
conception, and abortion. 

Questions 24, 25, 26, 29 
dealt with estimations of 
sexual activity. ““Have you 
had sexual intercourse was 
50-50: 54 per cent yes, 46 per 
cent no; males 59 per cent 
yes, 41 per cent no; females 
51 per cent yes, 49 per cent 
no. A very awakening fact is 
60 per cent of females, 
disregarding those married, 
have not had intercourse. 
Did the Sexual Revolution 
come? 

Thirty-seven of the sample 
estimated that 20-39 per cent 
of females have not had 
intercourse. Figures are 
fairly consistent in both 
sexes, running: 
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Iseen a spot, a damp spot, a 
little astronaut residue. You 
can still see the remnants. 
That’s when he told me. He 
said; “‘This is my message.

Tuesday’s talk Carl Sagan 
kept referring to evidence. 
He initially lumped the 
Cardiff Giant believers, 
people who report spec- 
tacular, but unverifiable 
UFO landings, and the ar- 
dent believers of astrology

evidence does not support 
their assertions. Further, in 
terms of UFO’s, Sagan noted 
that since 1947, there has 
been no extraterrestrial 
evidence from one million 
UFO investigated reports. 

Sagan urged his audience 
to be skeptical - especially of 
those authors like Von 
Danniken who claims that 
ancient astronauts created 
the Pyramids because, 
according to Sagan, scien- 
tific evidence does not 
support his illogical findings. 

What is the connection 
between Sagan, the gym- 
nasium skeptic, and Sagan 
who has devoted ‘‘part of his

Even more shocking than 
the above response is the 
answer to ‘“‘sexual in- 
tercourse if married people 
only?” Eight-three percent 
said no; eleven percent, yes; 
six, not sure. “‘Should sexual 
intercourse after marriage 
be with a marriage partner 
only?”’ was answered 73 per 
cent yes; 18 per cent no, and 
9 per cent not sure. The 
shock is the whopping 90 per 
cent no of the married 
respondents. 

Seventy-one percent of the 
females answered that life 
begins at conception, while 
forty-nine percent of the 
males thought likely. The 
total sample answered yes 
(61 per cent) to this.

Club Council. 
Discusses Budgets

The meeting for March 2 was 
called to order at 11 a.m. 
with rolleall taken. The 
reading of the minutes was 
read and accepted. The Club 
Council Budget was 
discussed. Motion of the 
Supplemental balance of 
$791.94 was reduced by $200. 
Added to that balance was 
$577 for transfer funds to 
new club budget. The new 
club budget balance was 


then $1168.94. Deducted from 
this balance for C.C. 
operating budget of $350. The 
new balance now stands at 
$818.94. 

NYPIRG’s request budget 
of $500 was withdrawn and 
was requested for $100. Vote 
was tabled until next 
meeting, with only one vote 
per organization. 

Club Council will meet 
every Thursday in B110 at 
11:00 a.m. except for May 4 
in T106 at 11:00 a.m. 
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almost certain to par-— 
ticipate. NYPenn refused to 
reschedule the playoffs and 
the Barons regretfully 
turned down the Swiss in- 
vitation, hoping to alleviate 
some of the tension between 
the Barons and_ the 
remainder of the league. 


Now, the tension is back, 
_and even greater. One of the 
league’s five teams has 
threatened to withdraw from 
the league next season if 
Baron coach Kitchingman 
returns next season. Another 
club has also indicated 
similar action for the same 
reason. 


What's the problem? What 
it boils down to is that the 
Barons are agressive hockey 
players. When the Barons 
play, there is almost always 
an exchange of blows bet- 


ween players. The other 
clubs contend that Kit- 
chingman is responsible for 
the high incident of fighting, 
and that he instructs his 
players to be agressive to the 


point of injury. Of course, 
Kitchingman denies any 
such responsibility. His 


_players are just hockey 


players, he says. And, as in 
any sport, hockey players do 
get hurt. 


The outcome of the 
league’s internal differences 
is undecided as yet. It should 
be interesting to watch the 
NYPenn league next year to 
see what happens - whether 
Kitchingman stays or not. 
Regardless of threat, it looks 
like hockey is here to stay in 
the Southern Tier.

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College Installs Traffic Light

B.C.C.‘s_ traffic problems 
at the south parking lot were 
resolved last month as the 
long-awaited traffic light 
was installed.

Problems arose in finding 
a private contractor, and the 
traffic signal sent was 
faulty. 

Installation of the light 
was paid not by a grant or 


loan, but through monies ° 


coming into the College. 
Installation costs and cost of 


.the light were $38,000.

signal and regulation of the 


traffic pattern will be 
handled by the Department

Kelly O’Connell isn’t your 
ordinary athlete. 

She is a very special one. 

At a quick glance, one 
could easily picture Kelly as

In the world of sports at. 
Broome Community College, 
there have been many 
reknowned personalities.

“Tll dry these jerseys,” 
he explained, pointing to the 
makeshift clothesline full of

Broome lost their fourth 
game of the 1977-78 season to 
the Scranton University JVs 
71-70, as Kelly O’Connell’s 
last second jumper fell off 
the rim at the buzzer. 

The Hornettes, who played 
without the services of in- 
jured backcourt ace Debbie 
Dekar, led by a pair of points 
at halftime, 30-28. However, 
early second half foul 
troubles caused the Hor- 
nettes to fall behind by a 61- 
49 score with just over ten 
minutes remaining.
